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TOWN MANAGER OUTLINES PLANS FOR FUTURE ACTION 


Mr. Dean C. €ushing, Town Manager, spoke to the 
members of the Baldwin Association, at the Wilmington Skat- 
ing Clubhouse on the evenitlg of May 1st. Mr. Cushing spoke 
on many subjects, all dealing with town problems, for several 
hours, to an appreciative. audience. He, was. introduced by the 
President of the Association, Mr, Guilio Matrori. “The Baldwin 
Association Was the first organization in Wilmington to in- 
troduce discussion of the town manager plan,” said Mr. Ma- 


troni, in introducing his guest. 


The talk began with an announcement that the. Town Man- 
ager had just finished a conference with the County Engineers, 
and that the town was now assured of the sum of $15,950, for 


highway aid, under Chapter 81 
wealth, 


‘The, two weeks which he had 
spent here had been spent in study 
to see what should be done, Mr. 
Cushing stated. His first proj 
will all be town-wide, and he listed 
them in the following order: 

1, Improvement in accounting and 
bookkeeping, 

2. Centralizing and streamlining 
of other town business. 

4. Elimination of overlapping in- 
surance, 

4. Correction of the employee si- 
tuation, with regard to inequalities 
in pay. 

5. Improvement and correction of 

+ present methods of doing work. 

Mr. Cushing stated that he can- 
not tell for 1 or 2months all that he 
will do under any of the above 
headings. 

No Bribery or Graft 

There has been no evidence, that 
lie has found, of any bribery or 
graft in the town, according to the 
report. By and large, he stated, 
there was an honest effort by all 
concerned to do their work,

The Town Halt 

As far as it is possible to do so, 
Mr. Cushing feels, a citizen should 
be able to get any town service in 
one place., This of course is not al- 
ways possible, but it is a goal for 
which we can strive. As soon as 
possible, the town offices will be 
‘open on Saturday mornings, so that 
citizens can visit and conduct their 
businesses at that time. We are 
waiting now, on repairs to the town 


hall. 
Shawsheen Ave. Bridge 

There isn’t much that can be done 
‘on the Shawsheen Avenue Bridge. 
The town must bear over 50 per 
cent of the cost of relocation of 
bridges.

To rebuild these bridges would 
cost over $130,000, with an added 
$25,000 if any relocation were add- 
ed. 


Mr. Cushing feels 
better off if it has low assessments 
and a high tax rate. In thisway, 
he states, the voter is conscious of 
the dollar value, at Town Meeting. 

Re-Assessments 

There are several unequal assess- 
ments already noted by Mr. Cushing 
for example, former summer camp 
at Silver Lake, which is assessed 
at $5300, He devoted quite a bit 
of time to the problem, and prom- 
ises that attention will be carefully 
given to the problem of equalizing 
the assessments in town.

One thing that the town manager 
should not do, according to Dean 
Cushing is to interfere in any way 
in the purchase of books for schools, 
which he considers as an education 
implement. He was not necessarily 
speaking of Wilmington’s. problems 
when he made that statement. The 
only persons who should buy books 
for School children, says Mr. Cush- 
ing, are properly qualified educa- 
tors. Other supplies can best be 
left in administrative hahds, so that 
the educators will not be tied down 
with such problems.

Saturday, when young 
Rosa came up on his bicycle, and 
began showing a 38 calibre revol- 
ver which he was carrying, When 
someone remonstrated, according to 
one report, young Rosa pulled the 
trigger several times and the gun 
discharged. 

The Noah girl fell backwards off 
her bike, a bullet having” struck 
her forehead, above the right eye. 

Fred N. Henderson of Burlington 

is said to have told the police that 
he saw young Rosa with the revolv- 
er, leaning on his bicycle, and that 
before Henderson could do any- 
thing, the revolver went off. In the 
Store at the time of the shooting was 
police officer Joseph Lynch of Cam- 
bridge. ‘He dashed from the store, on 
hearing the shot and chased young 
Rosa, who pedaled away on his 
bike, In the store, Bob Taylor call- 
ed the Wilmington police. 
Chief of Police Lynch, and Offi- 
cer Imbimbo, who soon joined offi- 
cer Lynch, went to Rosa's home and 
took the boy into custody, 

The ambulance, driven by Officer 
Shepard, took the girl to the Choate 
Memorial Hospital. Not much hope 
is held for the little girl, who lives 
with her aunt and uncle, Mr, and 
Mrs. Gordon Hamilton of Floradale 
Ave, 

The boy is reported to have been 
carrying the gun for several days, 


and to have engaged in target prac- 
tice with it.
